Boston sales for the week being 2,000,000 
pounds above last year’s, and the total sales 
at the three principal markets for the year 
thus far have been 32,000,000 pounds greater 
than last year. 

The boot and shoe factories are still pressed 
to the utmost and shipments from the east 
continue for the year 31,000 cases greater 
than last year. 

Cotton fell an eighth, though exports are 
larger than a year ago as the cfop reports 
row more favorable. In fall clothing, trade 

heavy and stocks of woolens are being 
closed out, while orders for spring goods are 
liberal. The trade in dry goods is rendered 
larger than usual by liberal western orders, 
particularly in women's dress goods. At Phtl- 
adelphia wool is also strong with free re- 
ceipts, groceries dull, but up to the average, 
manufactured iron in better demand and 
other trades comparatively quiet. At Balti- 
more the trade in dry and hardware 
is good and shoe manufacturers report busi- 
ness far ahead of last year. 

The strike in the iron mills at Pittsburg has 
been settled with a reduction of 10 per cent 
in wages in the finishing branches, and the 
window glass workers have settled the scale 
on last year's basis. 

The southern reports show a general improve- 
ment in trade at Little Rock, at Memphis, 
Montgomery and New Orleans, but at Galves 
ton collections are slow and at Savannah

Being g punctilious ob- 
server of official precedent, he will not 
formally offer the place to any one until 
he has actually received the queen's com- 
mands to form a ministry.

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DON'T WANT TO wont Fon WHITES. 


The Foolish Purposes of the Upper Ten—A 
Prominent Colored Man Denounces 
Such a Movement. 


Rome, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)— 
Quite a stir has been created among the 
negroes of Rome by the organization of a 
“Upper Ten,” 
which has for its object the breaking up 
of negro servant work. 

The members of the society want their 
people to abandon servant work for the 
whites and in order to accomplish this the 
Upper Tens propose to have nothing what- 
ever to do with those who do servant work 
for the whites. 

The announcement of such a society has 
created. great indignation among the bet 
ter classes of Rome’s colored population, 
and Professor M. ©. Parker, principal of 
the colored public schools, is out in a vigor 
ous ecard which contains sensible advice 


for colored people everywhere. 


Professor Parker says: 

“We know that there are those of our 
race, like those of other races, who should 
be placed in their proper circles, as to theig 
moral standing. But for any one to think 
of drawing a lime, to set aside those of the 
race who make their living by serving the 
whites of this town, is the height of non- 
sense, rance and folly and emanates 
from the brain of those who are less than 
true men and women. 

“We are all servants of the white peo- 

le of this country, whether north or south. 

re is nothing else for us to do but to 
serve. Of course there may be difference 
as to the kind, and this is o visible on the 
art of our capabilities. To think of form- 

such a society is the most absurd thing 
that could be imagined. There is no such 
move on foot among those of the colored 
people who have genuine good sense. There 
may be some few who have allowed such 
vain glories to crystallize their minds, but 
they are not true American citizens, 

4 know too well that honest labor is the 
hope of any poor and nniless race to 
suffer any misrepresentation by a few of 
the hundred of upright virtuous men and 
women of the race, to which I am glad to 
belong, to go unanswered and unnoticed. 
We are here in the south as citizens, and 
it is our duty to labor for an honest living. 
We can’t make it, many of us, 
without serving the white people among 

om we are to live. Being a servant 
don’t make one degraded and unfit for as- 
sociatfon with a few who have a little 
around them. What we want to do is to 
organize a society to keep that class of 
men and women, who hang around the 
streets at night and trouble the police force 
so much, out of our homes and association. 
Many of that class who don’t work for the 
whites as servants are those who disgrace us 
so greatly, and whenever the colored people 
of Rome get to the place that they are 
prepared to organize a society to not asso- 
ciate with those who work as servants for 
the whites, it will be ju ent.day every- 
where else in America. Shame on the one

A Battle Which Results in the Death of 
Nearly 150 of Them—Hair Turned 
Gray in a Night.

now heard fully convinced them that rat 
tlesnakes in great numbers were beneath 
their cabin. Soon the barking of the dogs 
ceased, and they were satisfied that their 
defenfers were laid low in death, Great 
were their fears, and Mrs. Gates soon be- 
came unconscious. They were afraid td 
move out of bed, as there were large holes 
in the floor that the snakes could crawl 
through, and in their imagination the 
snakes were in the room all around. 

Mr. Gates, well known to our citizens as 
a stalwart man of raven locks, was 
scarcely recognizable today, owing to his 
whitened hair having turned gray by fright 
in a single night. Dr. Howard, who went 
to see his wife, reports her in a critical con- 
dition, and having the appearance of having 
aged ten years during the night. Mr. Gates 
relates that upon the light penetrating his 
cabin so he could see, he cautiously peered 
around, and, seeing no signs of snakes in 
the room, he got up, dressed and looked out 
in the yard, when his eyes beheld a sight 
which was enough to strike terror to the 
stoutest heart.

The Wife-Beaters Must Go. 

What means this sudden epidemic of 
wife-beating in Atlanta? 

It would be interesting to investigate 
the psychological, bibulous or atmospheric 
causes back of these family disturbances, 
but, as our courts concern themselves 
only with the manifestations, we are not 
likely to get much light on the subject. 

It is the theory of seme thoughtful 
students of sociology that few types 
of a past age, instead of passing away 
with their fellows, survive and repeat in 
the nineteenth century the vices and 
customs of the eighteenth The wife 
beater belongs to these surviving types of 
a past age. Forgetful of the fact that the 
society of this generation regards his crime 
with unutterable scorn and detestation, 
he proceeds to outrage public opinion by 
cuffing and beating his wife after the 
fashion of the drunken brutes of a cen- 
tury ago, who made wife-beating a com- 
mon pastime. 

A hundred years ago, an ignorant man 
had some excuse for believing that he had 
the right to chastise his wife, because the 
old common law gave him that privilege 
with the limitation that he should not use 
a rod larger than his little finger. But, 
in these enlightened days of Christian 
civilization and just laws, even the most 
ignorant citizen knows that he has no 
right to lay violent hands upon his wife. 

Recorder Calhoun understands the situ- 
ation, and his drastic remedy is the best 
that could be devised. Though a bachelor 
himself, not one of Arthur's gallant 
knights of the round table was ever 
readier to take up the cause of persecuted 
womanhood than our modest but chivalric 
recorder. 

Judge Calhoun is stamping out the new 


»epidemic very rapidly and vigorously. 


Twenty-five dollars, or-thirty days in the 


stockade, for the average wife-beater will 


do very well, but it is understood that 
heavier fines and longer sentences are 
reserved for aggravated cases, or when 
the criminals are so well fixed that a 
light fine would not bother them. Then, 
the recorder has a way of binding these 
offenders over to the city court, where the 
state will give them another severe dose 
of justice. 

But we do not think this epidemic will 
spread. The edict of Atlanta is that the 
wife-beater must go! 


Over in Alabama. 

After discussing an appeal to the courts 
and a contest before the legislature, Col- 
onel Kolb's organ, The Alabama Herald, 
says:

Let the conspirators and usurpers ‘under- 
stand once for all that they cannot success- 
fully usurp the power of this state. That 
usurpation is treason, and that law-abiding 
people will not submit to such a crime against 
law, liberty and right, although the criminals 
may fill the highest stations in the state gov- 
ernment, 

This is the language of desperation. It 
is unreasonable, and Mr. Kolb's follow- 
ers, when they think it over, will see that 
such advice only tends to make the situa- 
tion worse. 

The thing for the good people of Ala- 
bama to do is te accept the official count, 
and settle down to business. Nothing is 
to be gained by all this heated talk after 
the battle is over. The Alabamians want 
no anarchy and no lawlessness. They will 
pay their taxes, support the powers that 
be, and get together under the democratic

It is a mistake to underrate a man be- 
cauge he plods. Thackeray and Balzac 
did daily routine desk work, and Hardy 
and Zola adopt the same methods. Then, 
there is Robert Louis Stevenson. He 
tells us that during his boyhood and 
youth he was busy all the time learning 
the great art of writing. It did not come 
to him as a gift. He had to acquire it 
by hard drudgery. He carried two books 
in his pockets, one to read and one to 
write in. He took copious notes, and 
experimented with phrases and sentences. 
Few men ever took such pains to learn 
the literary trade, but he had his reward 
at last, and his work bears the stamp of 
genius. 

All plodders in literature do not suc- 
ceed, but among the most successful are 
many who have made their way by plod- 
ding. But very few are willing, like 
Howells and Stevenson, to admit that they 
are plodders) They like to have it thought 
that their ideas and fancies come to them 
in flashes of inspiration, and they would 
have their readers believe that their 
finest sentences are hastily penned with- 
out the slightest effort. 

The young writers who are misled by 
this nonsense about inspiration will have 
a hard road to travel, and their manu- 
scripts will very likely -be thrown into 
the waste basket. As Sheridan used to 
say: “Easy writing is blank hard read- 
ing.” * | ah

Im Which He Pays His Respects to Editor

Albany, Ga., August 12.—(Special.}—Hon 
O. B. Stevens has written a very salty letter 
ter to the editor of The Albany Herald.

No man can truthfully say that I 


have ever bolted from a convention or nom 


nation, I have at all times, and under all 
circumstances, been obedient to the voice of. 
my party. Can the opposition to me say as 
much? You further say that I would own 
the “thing” ‘f it suited my purpose, and dis- 
own it if it did not. This utterance is false, 
and I wish to say to you that I will not dis- 
own this “thing’’ either. A word to the one 
wh» towardly dodges behind the name of 
“Dictator.” I wish you to understand that 
I am ud pesing as a martyr, ‘ut simply 
standing upon my rights, and the rights of the 
people lawfully expressing—according to long- 
established custom and party usages. Has it 
come to pass that men who have stood in the 
front ranks of their party from boyhood have 
no rights that should be respected, no matter 
how well established, and when the bosses 
speak the people should be silent? Is this 
democracy?

Concerning the Manufacturing Interests 
of Atianta, by Colonel D. N. Speer. 
Editor Constitution—I have read with much 
interest your editorials on manufacturing in- 
terests in Atlanta. We have a central loca- 
tion, the greatest distributing point in the 
south. We have some superior manufacto- 
ries, especially Im wood and iron. Whilst 
there are matty I name two, my next door 
neighbors and friends, George Winship and 
Edward Van Winkle. Like their useful and 
distinguished fathers, they were born in their 
business, and their whole business life has 
been spent in manufacturing. All over the 
west, ih many places, manufacturing enter- 
prises are exempt from taxation, Many of 
the most prosperous towns of that section 
donate lands in any quantity required, furnish 
a Donus in cash, and in every way encourage 
manufacturing enterprises. In such places a 
man or newspaper that would undertake to 
sow the seeds of discord by promulgating 
doctrines to prejudice the poor against the 
rich—the employe against the manufacturer— 
would be held to be a public enemy against 
the progress and welfare of the town. All 
such appeals are agrarian and have their 
origin in some selfish purpose, political or 
otherwise, and start out on the false idea 
that poor people and laboring people are either 
ali knaves or all tvvls. Every poor man who 
owns his home, won by the Sweat of his brow, 
is a conservatur of the peace and despises the 
demagogue who never works, but tramps 
around, haranging every crowd of loafers he

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MEETING OF MANAGERS POSTPONED. 


Trafic Men Think That About All the 
Boads Will Sign the Agreement, 
Other Railroad Notes, 


Jt is a hard matter to get at the inside 
feeling on the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association. What opinions 
the presidente and general managers and 
récelyers entertain in regard to the use- 
fulness of the association are not express 
ed except in guarded terms. 

And this, added to the apparent hitch in 
signing up the agreement for another 
year, has helped to create an impression 
that the association's future is threatened. 

A telegram sent out on Thursday from 
Chicago left the inference that the South- 
ern Railway aud Steamship Association 
4s on the verge of dissolution. ! 

However, as the date of the expiration 
of the present contract approaches, the 
prospect of the association’s continuance 
on a stronger basis grows brighter. 

A majority of all the roads in the asso- 
ciation have signed or stated their inten- 
tion of signing the contract for another 
year from September ist. The East Ten- 

nessee, Virginia and Georgia, the Rich- 
mond and Danville and the Central have 
appeared to be the kickers. 

It is well kno that among the East 
Tennessee traffic officials there is a hostile 
feeling toward the association. This has 
existed for years. But Major Henry 
Fink, the receiver, believes in traffic as- 
sodiations, and all the managers and presi- 
dents know that he realizes the necessity 
for the keeping of the Southern Railway 
and Steamhip Association together. One 
of the presidents said to a Constitution re- 
porter, after the last meeting, that Major 
Fink does not want the association to go 
to pieces. Nor does he want to stay out 
of it. There are differences between his 
system and some of his competitors which 
he wants adjusted favorably to the East 
Tennessee. He is expected to sign up, and 
his competitors are counting on his re- 
maining in the association. 

In the Central’s case, Mr. Comer, the 
receiver, is friendly to the association. 
Indeed, he looks on it as the salvation 
almost of his system. He was asked 
point blank by a Constitution reporter 
hardly a week ago if the Central proposes 
to withdraw. His reply certainly did not 
indicate any such disposition on his part. 
‘He wants the association to remain mM 
existence, and he favors stringent rules. 
If anything induces him to stay out it 
will be a lax contract. A member who 
was at the New York meeting says that 
Mr. Comer can be counted on to sign up. 

With the Richmond and Danville, it 
would be a remarkable change of policy 
for that system to refuse to remain in. 
It has always been a stickler for the asso- 
ciation. The temporary receivers, Messr. 
Huidekoper and Foster, are understood 
to be in harmony with the old policy. 
They certainly would hardly override the 
position of General Manager Green and 
Traffic Manager Haas. The generally ac- 


cepted explanation of the Richmond and | 


Danville's delay in signing is that the 
receivers are merely temporary, asd are 
waiting for the action of the court to 
make them permanent, This is expected 
to come on or about August 16th, when 
the receivership case comes up before 
Judge Bond in Richmond. 

The meeting of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association, which was 
called for August 17th, here in Atlanta, 
has been postponed a week until August 
24th. It is supposed that the postpone- 
ment is to give time for the determination 
of the Danville’s permanent receivership. 
A full meeting of the presidents, receivers 
and general managers will be held when 
the time comes. And very little doubt is 
entertained about all the lines signing the 
contract, either at the meeting or soon 
afterward. This delay, as previously 
stated in The Constitution, is usual. It 
occurred last year and the year before. 
This year there is more reason for the 
railroads to go into the association than 
ever before. 

A traffic man was saying yesterday 
that business is so light on all southern 
roads that not a single one can afford to 
cut rates. They are more inclined to 
raise them all around. Colonel Stahlman, 
the commissioner, will see that rates are 
maintained. 

“He is the only commissioner there is in 
this country. He told the association, 
when he was offered the place, that he 
would be commissioner if he accepted it, 
and not a figurehead. He has kept his 
word, too. The honest lines are not afraid 
of him, and the weak lines know that he 
will protect them if they are members of 
the association. The association has never 
had such a commissioner, and if he re- 
mains at its head another year, and the 
rules which have been proposed are 
adopted, the Southern Railway and Steam- 


ship Association will be the strongest.

HE WILL BE BROUGHT BACK 


And Put in Jail to Await Trial on the 
Charge of Cheating and Swindling- 
The Story in Detail. 


Dr. F. F. Moore, the erstwhile Atlanta 
physician and book agent, is again in 
durance vile. This time he is in the city 
prison at Athens, but will be brought back 
to Atlanta today by Callman Beavers. 

He was rearrested yesterdays afternoon 
by Chief of Police Davis, of the Classic 
City, upon a telegraphic request from 
Chief Connolly, of this city. Moore is 
wanted here by Mr. James Osler, his 
bondsman, who believes he was on his 
way to Boston, intending to skip his 
bond. 

Dr. Moore is an Atlantian, and not 80 
many months ago he moved in good cir- 
cles here. He was a physician here, and 
was agent for a Philadelphia publishing 
firm. He did a thriving book business, 
and had a pretty fair medical practice. 
He stood very high, and lived in fine 
style. 

But, on May 18th, last, the Philadelphia 
publishing firm, which Dr. Moore had 
been representing here, swore out a War- 
rant béfore Justice Landrum, charging 
him with cheating and swindling. This 
was in the nature of a revelation to 
Moore’s many acquaintances; they were 
profoundly surprised. Dr. Moore was re- 
garded as perfectly square and upright 
before his arrest. 

The publishing house represented that 
Moore had sold goods consigned to him, 
and failed to remit the proceeds of the 
sale. They said that his sales, for which 
he had remitted not a single cent, amount- 
ed to very near seven hundred dollars. 
He was arrested by Patrolman Mehaffey, 
and carried before Justice Landrum for a 
hearing. He was bound over on a state 
charge of cheating and swindling in the 
sum of $500. 

He furnished the bond, Mr. James 
Osler signing the bond. After the trouble 
he went to Macon, where he has since 
been. Yesterday morning Mr. Osler re- 
ceived a letter from Macon stating that 
Moore had left the Central City for Bos- 
ton, and had been gone ten days. 

Thinking that Moore intended skipping 
the state and skipping his bond, Mr. 
Osler applied to Chief Connolly to find 
the missing physician. 

Chief Connolly made free use of the 
wires. Among the places telegraphed to 
was Athens, and late yesterday afternoon 
he received a telegram from Chief of 
Police Davis stating that Moore was in 
custody. Moore was found stopping at 
the Toomer hotel, where he had his wife 
and two children stopping. He has been 
there for ten days, since leaving Macon. 

Patrolman Beavers will be sent to 
Athens this morning to bring Moore back 
to the city.

The bill shows that * 000 of said bonds 
became due July 1, 1800, and $2,000 each 
year afterwards until the full amount was 
to be paid. 

It further shows that the mortgage to 
secure the bonds was made and executed 
to John H. Reynolds, trustee. The People’s 
Banking Company set out in the bill that 
they are owners of two of these bonds, 
$1, 000 each, payable on the 1st day of July, 
1892, which the defendants have failed to 
pay. 

When one of the payments should go by 
default, the bill claims that according to the 
terms of the mortgage that the whole $20,- 
000 was to fall due at once. 

Hence, the People’s bank asks that the 
mortgage be foreclosed and an injunction 
be issued ordering that a receiver ap- 
pointed. 

What Judge e Did. 


On presenting. the bill to Judge Newman 
he passed an order that the defendants show 
cause before lim September 12th why a re- 
ceiver should not be appointed; and why 
the injunction shouvid not be granted. 

In the meantime he issues au order re- 
straining the defendants from disposing of 
the property in any way and requiring them 
to keep the business affairs straight and 
free from any _entanglements.
